Occupational Therapy Assistants assist in the delivery of occupational therapy 
under the direct supervision of an Occupational Therapist in collaborative manner 
with a medical officer. Execute established treatment plans for acute and chronic 
rehabilitation services to include fabrication and fitting of upper and lower ex- 
tremity orthotics in the reha- 
bilitation for tendon lacera- 
tions, fractures, burns, and 
various neuromusculo- 
skelatal disorders. Assist in 
the management of scarring, 
edema, hypersensitivity and 
wound care. Assist with 
treatment of children with 
physical and neurodevelop- 
ment disabilities in the De- 
partment of Defense Depend- 
ent Schools. Assist in the 
development and application of psychosocial rehabilitation for psychiatric pa- 
tients and the management of combat stress-related disorders.

The ISMMS/Military Institutional Partnership allows full-time, active duty personnel members of all branches of service, 
the opportunity to apply to ISMMS without the traditional science qualifications or sitting for the Medical College Ad- 
missions Test (MCAT). Candidates admitted into the program are offered provisional acceptance to the Icahn School of 
Medicine at Mount Sinai (ISMMS) and then defer their acceptance to meet all pre-matriculation requirements. 


Requirements: 


- One year of Biology, Chemistry with laboratory work, one semester of Physics and Statistics, and 100-hours of clinical 


work any time since starting college. 


- Members cannot hold active duty status and cannot be dishonorably discharged from military service while in attend- 


ance.
